than 105 members who have paid the 
dollar membership fee and have thus 
affiliated themselves with the society 
for the prevention and cure of tuber­ 
culosis. 
Hon. John T. 
Heard 
and 
Henry W. Harris have donated $30 
each to the society for pushing the 
local work. 
The following list is an excellent 
fine, and some members have doubt­ 
less been omitted, whose names will 
go in another list, but what w’e want 
is a membership of 1.000 right away, 
just as soon as possible! 
The women are 
forming 
sewing 
circles, as well as paying their mem­ 
bership fees, and already sheets, pil­ 
low cases and gowns have been do­ 
nated 
for 
use in a Sedalia home, 
where a widowed mother lies in a 
tuberculosis bed unable to care for 
her four small children. 
There is so 
much to be done the nurse is needed 
right away, and as soon as money 
enough is collected to warrant en 
gaging her for three months, a com­ 
petent, 
trained 
tuberculosis 
nurse 
will be put in the field of Sedalia. 
Therefore clubs, lodges, city fath 
ers, employers of men and women 
teachers, clergy, philanthropists, peo­ 
ple at large— all who are willing to

the antituberculosis cause,

not your procrastination show' 
that 
your motto inclines toward, “Millions 
for cure, but not one cent for pre­ 
vention!” 
Tuberculosis attacks members of 
families, 
primarily by 
direct 
infec­ 
tion. a n d 'secondly by submitting a1 
the members of the family to thf 
bailie unfavorable environment in the 
matter of food, of housing, and of 
overwork. 
We believe the battleground of th* 
future against tuberculosis 
is 
tho 
home, and the medical profession can 
not fight the disease single-handed 
but is striving and 
straining 
every 
nerve to enlist the whole community 
in the fight. 
The burden rests no?1 
upon the unfortunate individual who 
has become tuberculous, 
hut 
upon 
the community in its ignorance am 
its selfish carelessness. 
W e need a nurse in Sedalia to edu 
cate 
tho 
public to understand 
tin 
importance of recognizing the earliest 
symptoms 
of 
the 
disease, and ie 
make every other consideration hem 
to the fight. 
Cure is a poor weapon 
against this disease as compared with 
prevention; and one of the reasons 
why tuberculosis is regarded as such 
a deadly disease is that the milder 
cases of it. are not recognized. 
We 
can stop consumption only by pre­ 
venting the consumptive. 
It is not necessary to isolate every 
consumptive 
in 
order to stop the 
spread of the disease, but to put a 
nurse 
in 
the homes to teach 
the 
most. efficacious, yet most simple and 
practical 
means 
of 
preventing 
its 
spread. 
To give necessary instruc­ 
tion concerning patients’ 
duties 
to 
themselves, to their friends and fam­ 
ilies. and to the community in which 
they live. 
To describe and illustrate 
some devices whereby fresh air treat­ 
ment and other hygienic and sanitary 
installations in the home of the pa­ 
tients can he easily and hopefully 
arranged.

taking care of the tuberculosis poor 
at the right time and right place is 
wiser than to keep
